Communists Show A g ai n s t 
Non-employment Fails To 
Hit Adv ance Notices.

WASHINGTON, 
March 7 - Af­

parts of the country, gov ernment 
officials came to the conclusion 
today 
that 
“ Red 
Thursday"— 
widely adv ertised as the day upon 
which American disciples of Mos­ 
cow w'ere to 
rev eal 
their 
full 
strength and enlist millions of un­ 
employed under their 
rev olution­ 
ary banners 
w'as what would be 
called, in theatrical parlance, “ a 
flop.” 
The Communists’ show, herald­ 
ed for weeks as the biggest thing 
the “ Reds” had yet attempted in 
America, did not liv e up to the 
adv ance notices. 
DAY CALLED "FLOP" 
While 
riotous 
demonstrations 
w’ere staged in New' York, Wash­ 
ington, Detroit, Boston, Clev eland, 
Seattle and a few’ 
other 
cities, 
resulting in scores of arrests and 
some 
broken heads, the day is 
considered on the whole to hav e 
gone 
off 
peacefully 
enough in 
v iew' 
of 
the 
magnitude of the 
Communists’ attempt. 
One gov ernment official humor­ 
ously observ ed today that there | 
was more disorder on the av erage i 
election day in the United States 
man there was on the 
fearfully 
sounding “ Red Thursday.” There 
are usually a string of fatalities 
on the av erage election day, but 
not a single one was reported yes­ 
terday. 
The federal gov ernment 
adher­ 
ed strictly to its announced poli­ 
cy of keeping hands off the de­ 
monstrations. 
Each 
community 
was left to handle the demonstra­ 
tions in its owrn indiv idual way, 
through 
local 
police. 
Federal 
agents kept in touch with the sit­ 
uation, but at no point did they 
interv ene. 
The lists of those arrested were 
being scanned today to single out 
aliens 
who 
are 
illegally in the 
country. 
These 
w'ill 
be turned 
ov er to federal authorities for de­ 
portation. 
Otherwise the arrests 
are all police court misdemeanor 
cases, so far as the federal gov ­ 
ernment is concerned. 
The gov ernment s policy in this 
instance represents a considerable 
departure from other days when 
ev en the whisper of “ Red” 
w’as 
enough to giv e Washington 
the 
shiv ers and send platoons of fed­ 
eral agents into fev erish activ ity.

The most satisfactory feature of 
the “ Red Thursday” show, 
from 
the v iewpoint 
of 
administration 
leaders here, was that while there 
may be millions of persons out of 
work in the United 
States 
and 
there undoubtedly are 
the jobless 
ones refuse to “ go red’ and turn 
| to Moscow for aid and comfort. 
If the demonstrations yesterday 
w’ere designed to afford an index

u n e m p l o y m e n t in
